Mr. Hayks
avows a very different doctrine, and, what

is b« iter, he puts it into active force.
The work undertaken by 31r. Hates is

a great one. lie lias gone forward regard-
it of the irritation and ridicule bis policy
fc.i> provoked. and in New England, which
has learned to look upon the Federal Gov¬
ernment a< a machine to express the pecu¬
liar views of the people of New England,
v< nt iheir rt»»cn:ment.s «nd indulge their
v«ndietivcne>>, he boldly proclaims the

iheory which governs liiiii, and which is

entirely at war with that of New England.
This js indeed not only faithful but bold,
Mr. Hates stands l»v his civil-service re¬

form. and he knows bow much opposition
ha? romefrom the office-holders of New Eng- j
h.r.d. lie there declares that hlsadministra-
rion shall be impartial.shall be for the good j
of t fie whole country. lie determined to j
d>; iay hi> tii mnes> right at the very place j
where it h:i> excited mo>t displeasure.
Having in his bauds the power and patron¬
age of the Government, lie will triumph.
Those who have looked to the Federal Gov¬

ernment as the means of gratification for
their want* and their passions are not

the people to rebel against if. Like
Mr. Hi.aink, they niav grow! now and then,
but they will be sure to invite the Presi-
di n; t«> .supper.'* lie proclaims to them
his determination to wield the Govern-'
ment. for so long handled in such a one¬

sided manner. for the good of the whole
country, and >o proclaim.* from the '. Tip-
Ton House." on the White, Mountains. It
i? quite fitting that a determination which is
so entirely in accordance with real states¬
manship and national loyalty should be an-

ro\inced from this "tip-top" scene in the
New England topography. It is to be

hoped that the Now-Englanders will take
to mind and calmly digest the same. It will
do them good.
We cannot but admire the perseverance

and firmness with which President IIayes
pursues his truly national policy and the
resolute calmness with which be avows it
wherever he ^oes. We cannot but deplore
the fact that his excellent regulations pro¬
hibiting interference of officers in politics
cannot be permanently established without

a constitutional amendment. The Presi¬
dent that succeed* him may abolish them.
Put f he President's noble example of im¬
partial administration must exert an excel¬
lent effect upon the national mind. It
must promote national harmony and go far
to break the sectional delusion, which had
become almost fixed, that the Federal Gov¬
ernment was an instrument for the gratifi¬
cation of sectional vindictivcness and for
the infliction of sectional pains and penal¬
ties.

The Delusion.
The New York Tribune.which has

learned much and has much to learn.in
the- course of an article upon the subject of
.. Russian Delusions," makes the following
striking remarks :

41 But nations, like sinners, must work
out their salvation with fear aud trembling.
Have we not learned in America that it is
one thing to give a slave his liberty ar.d an¬

other thing to make him an intelligent and
industrious citizen ? Russia attempted far
more than we have done. She not only
liberated the serfs and endowed them with
the rights of citizenship in the communes,
but put them in the way of becoming land¬
ed proprietors. No nation ever made so

gigantic an experiment in social and politi¬
cal science. Free labor has led to the most
comnlicated agrarian problems, and the re¬

sults have fallen short of popular expecta¬
tion. The serfs have not been transformed
into sober and thrifty farmers. The effort
to create a third estate of intelligence has
not been successful, ilanv of the landed
proprietors have been ruined, and few of
ttye peasants have conducted their farms
profitably. The economic and political re¬

sit* of manumission have disappointed
both the educated classes and the miss of
the population. So impartial h writer as

!Mr. Wallace describes the great majority of
educated Russians as suffering to-day from
flattered illusions. The expectations which
they entertained at the beginning of ttiis
transition period have not Aeen realized.
They have not escaped the Mfrsh action of
economic laws by which the working classes
of other nations are weighed down."
What a confession is here ! The Russians

" have not reformed the serfs into sober
and thrifty farmers/' and "have we not
learned in America that it is one thing to
give a slave his liberty and another thing to
make hiui an intelligent and industrious
c)tizeu?" Exactly! And we must re¬

member that the Russian serf is of the same

type of man with the master who held him
in bondage. Where then should be the
wonder that in this country the African,
so entirely distinct in feature and capacity
from hisnvhite Caucasian master, should not

acquire, with liberty, that "intelligence"
and "industry" that would make him a

good citizen ?
It has been a fearful experiment in this

land made untfer the edict of fanaticism.
It was impulsively and violently inaugu¬
rated, and supported with an oflensiveness
of declamation and rigor of measure that
must seem now to the dominant power that
enforced it amazing. Fanaticism rioted in
the public distress, and the more sensible
and hurnaue people that were carried along
the turbid current were powerless to halt
and remonstrate, ivow it is that doubts
crccp in, and doubts as to a measure that
involves the welfare of this grand nation,
and a groat newspaper that bad more to do
with the experiment than any other in tho
land declares that we have learned that it Is
one thing to give a slave his liberty and an¬
other to make him an intelligent and indus¬
trious eitizen ! '

.

The attempt of Russia to free her serfs,.all of the same tj-pe with their masters-
and make them steady and good farmers "
isuow pronounced a "delusion," What,then, should be Batd of the wild fanatical
experiment in America of setting free the
interior African «laVe, and not only ele.

vating him immediately to political equality
with his master, but to make him by law
the social equal of (bat master? Call it de¬
lusion? It was a madneasthe tike of which
the world has never seen, and the like of

which was never dreamed of by any other
civilized nation.
Such mad experimenting with the social

and domestic organization and welfare of n

people is already awaking the wonder of the

nation. What prompted to such a wild

work, and how It could have succeeded, are

matters that will long exercise the minds of

people in this country. %
And the nation

will suffer from the national craze for years
to cotne.
The wowt and maddest delusion that

ever cursed a nation is not one to cure it¬

self. as this nation is yet to learn. It is a

great national matter that no man can fore¬

tell the end of. That it will tindjts *olu-
[ tion and it.s correction all must feel sati.*-

lied ; but how and when no man can im¬

agine. It must be referred to overruling
influences higher than human' dictation. In
the mean time let the fanatics and malig-
nants contemplate tbeir "delusion." It may
he of benefit to them. Vet it is sad for

humanity that such evil should be
worked by such people for no bet¬
ter end as far as the world would show
us than that they may sit by their work and
study how much trouble they had brought
upon the earth. Hut there is something bet¬
ter than this, although these poor creatures

may not know it. In the wisdom and bo-
neticcnce divine we can hope that there is a

good in store for those who have suffered
most. Whatever be the end the American
nation will never forget, if it can ever atone

for, the "(.treat Delusion."

Seditious JStrlces. and Communism.
The Philadelphia Times gives an exceed¬

ingly sensible warning to both Democrats
and Republicans against the folly and
fanaticism of the movement of labor com¬

bined with fanaticism. The Democrats tire

about to hold a convention in Pennsylva¬
nia, and this gives occasion for the well-
pointed advice of the Times. We copy
from it the following paragraphs :

The vital point to be guarded by all par¬
ties at this particular juncture is the ten¬
dency to rush after strange gods, which
must perish before the considerate judg¬
ment of the American people. True, men
of unbalanced minds as candidates, such as

Judge Wot, of Ohio, can do irreparable
damage to a party in sixty seconds; but
Judge West's folly was bred in the conven¬
tion that nominated him. The fountain
was polluted, and its streams could be no
better than the fountain. Thus convention
and candidates unite their follies to make
Republican disaster in Ohio inevitable.
The Democrats of Pennsylvania will tind-l

no lack of broad and apparently inviting
paths to victory through the brambles of
class prejudices and common misfortune. |
There is an element that will crowd upon!
the Democratic and Republican conventions j
during the next two weeks that is potent!
only for evil. It deformed the Democracy j
of Ohio and left scarcely a living skeleton of
the Republicans of that State, and it will
not be easily mastered in Pennsvlvania. The
disorder that has prevailed in many locali¬
ties in this State, and that yet threatens
both propel tv and life in the anthracite re¬

gion, has brought a bountiful crop of dema¬
gogues to the surface, who hope to climb
into prominence or offices by pandering to
lawlessness. To all such both Democratic
and Republican conventions should have
bnt one answer.that there shall be liberty,
law, and peace in our great Commonwealth.
The prostration of our industrial interests,
and the consequent suffering of most of
our laboring classes, are proper subjects
for the dispassionate, honest, and states¬
manlike consideration of political conven¬
tions; but all attempts to give couutenance
to the lawless spirit that denies to any la¬
borer the right to labor on his own terms,
and that teaches violence as the remedy
for real or imaginary grievances between
employers and employed, must provoke the
revolt of all fair-minded men in conserva¬
tive and law-loving Pennsylvania. No
measure of demagogism on this question
by either party will gain the votes of the
revolutionary classes, and the more the
great parties degrade themselves by ignor¬
ing the true interests of honest labor to
propitiate the lawless, the more defiantly
will the disturbing elemenls oppose the
tickets of the old parties until an open
huckster in the political market-place shall
result from the mutual efforts of the traders
to cheat each other.

on this grave question in Pennsylvania, and
it has many and dangerous stumbling-blocks
in its way"; but it has also the swift retri¬
bution that has fallen upon the demagogues
of Ohio. The dignity, the honor, the pros¬
perity of our labor is the lirst care of every
patriotic citizen; it should be the guiding
star of every political party, and the organi¬
zation that turns from the trne interests or
our now suffering industry to degrade it
and make it drink more deeply of the cup
of bitterness by pandering t-o the disorder
thut is the foe* of all trust and thrift will
be defeated in this Slate a> surely as the dny
succeeds the uight.

phia, on Friday night, an Englishman giv¬
ing the name of John Henderson made his
appearance at a police station and stated to
the sergeant that he had committed a mur¬

der, and requested to be taken into custody.
He said that he belonged to Troop E,
Eighteenth Ilussars, of her Majesty the
Queen of England. In January last he was
in company with Sergeant Wheeler, of the
same troop, at Colgate, England. They had
both been drinkiug together, when lie dis¬
covered that Wheeler had more money
than he possessed himself, and he deter¬
mined to have it. He then obtained a

carbine and struck his companion a

heavy blow on the head, killing him al¬
most instantly. In rifling the pockets of
the murdered man Henderson said he found
X1G, which he took, aud then dragged the
body to a cesspool and threw it in. He then
deserted and took passage to America,
where he arrived several months- ago, land¬
ing in New York. Recently he came to
Philadelphia, but here as in other places he
could tind no peace of mind, and was con¬

tinually being haunted by the form of hi<
victim. The English vice-consul at Phila¬
delphia. .when informed of the atl'air, stated
that a Sergeant Wheeler, of Troop E. had
been found in a cesspool, but not for some
time" after the man had disappeared and a

reward of £o otferedfor the capture of each.
It was believed that .the deceased had com¬
mitted suicide. The conscience-stricken
murderer was committed to prison for a fur¬
ther hearing on the 3d of September.

Were the Russian's Outnumbered ?.The

A Terrible Tragedt.TwoMek Killed
ix Philadelphia..A shocking tragedy oc¬
curred in Philadelphia Tuesdny morning,
at the railroad crossing at Ninth and Wal¬
lace streets, whore the tracks of the CJer-
mantown and Norristown division of the
Reading railroad enter the passenger depot.
The Philadelphia Evening Telegraph says
that about a quarter before 9 o'clock there
was a train being made up, and the engi¬
neer was bacTcTng (Tie ears into the depot,
when Henry Stout, the flagman, saw a
man, apparently in an intoxicated
condition, standing between the rails
on the track the oars were on, suul
to all appearances unconscious of t lie fact
that the car# were bearing down upon him.
Seeing the peril of the man, Stout shouted
and motioned to him to get out of the way.
The man paid n© heed, when Stout, seeing
that 110 heed was paid to his call, sprang to
the man's assistance. Just before the cars

reached the stranger Stout had seized him,
and strove to pull bint away from the track.
But instead of allowing liim to accomplish
his purpose the bystanders were borritied
'to see tiie stranger seize Stout in a tierce
grapple. For a second or two the men

swayed backward and forward, and then
thestranser, being the most powerful man of
the two, dragged the flajrman to the ground
and fell himself just as the cars reached them.
For an instant there was a sickening sound
of crushing hones, and then the mutilated
bodies of the two victims were seen covered
with their blood. The flagman had both
legs cut oflj and the stranger had one arm

severed from the body, and the right leg
crushed almost its entire length, and was

badly cut aliout the head. The two men,
on being taken to the Pennsylvania Hos¬
pital, received every attention, »>ut they
had both been so terribly mangled that
there was found to be no possibility of re¬

covery in either case. Stout the flagman
breathed his last at twenty-live minutes
after 10 o'clock, and at 11 o'clock the stran¬

ger. supposed to be R. Link, of Buck*
county, died a half hour later. Stout was

only twenty-seven years of age.

The Quickest Thaxsatlaxtic Trip..
The White Star steamship Britannic, which
arrived at New York on Saturday morning
last from Liverpool, made the quickest trip
that has ever been made across the Atlantic
ocean. She left Liverpool at sunset on the
9th of August, and Queenstown on the 10th
in the afternoon. The time was seven days,
ten hours, fifty-three minutes. Some of the
runs were remarkable. On the third day,
in a gale, she ran 402 miles: the next day,
404; the next, 401, and the next, 390.
